BRAND NAME] is for use only on Kentucky Bluegrass, Fine
Fescue, Bermudagrass, Centipede grass, Zoysiagrass (Meyers and Emerald) and St. Augustinegrass turf
areas.

HOW TO APPLY

Determine the area of lawn you want to treat by measuring the width and length in feet. Multiply the
width by the length to determine the area in square feet. Examples are shown in the table and diagram
below.

2,500 sq.ft. = 50 feet X 50 feet

5,000 sq.ft. = 100 feet X 50 feet

For areas less than 2,500 square feet, only one blister pack (0.06 fl. oz.) [1.8 ml] is needed. For areas
greater than 2,500 square feet, two blister packs (0.12 fl. oz.) [3.6 ml] will be needed for proper
treatment.

Ready-To-Use Hose-end Sprayer
The Ready-To-Use Sprayer is pre-set to dispense 0.12 fl. oz. [3.6 ml] of MARTIN'S DOLLARWEED
KILLER [alt. BRAND NAME] on 5,000 square feet of turf. To get proper coverage, dispense only
enough through the Ready-To-Use sprayer to wet the top of the turf. Do not over-saturate, or attempt
to water the roots of the weeds. Simply wet the top of the turf, and let MARTIN'S DOLLARWEED
KILLER [alt. BRAND NAME] do the work.
